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The specification is objected to because it contains many typographical errors, too 
numerous to list all. Please recheck the specification and make appropriate corrections. 


1. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

It's unclear fi"om reading the specification where the condenser of this power plant is. In 
order to be operative, a thermal power plant needs to have an input heat source and a cold 
reservoir such as condenser, heat exchanger. This application fails to show either the condenser 
or heat exchanger to cool the working fluid. Please explain. 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
4788638 (Spurr et al). Spurr et al discloses a power plant comprising a turbine 56 having a 
housing, said turbine clearly has an impeller, a reservoir 52 having heat source, exit and entry 
conduits in combination with pumps 60, 10. Spurr et al does not disclose that the pump rates are 


equal. However, it would have been a matter of design choice at the time the invention was 
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made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to vary the pump rates to be equal for the 
purpose of avoiding any extra fluid during the process of pumping the fluid. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 


Hays et al, and Yogev et al disclose rotary turbines comprising pumps for pumping fluid 
from/to a reservoir.
